® Improvements in Process Traced from its Origin in Early 
18th Century; Careful Typecasting, Proper Flongs, and 
Correct Metal Requisite for Satisfactory Book Printing 


STEREOTYPING, as far as 1 
have been able to ascertain, is the 
oldest known method of duplicate 
plate making. Also, it is a process 
which has moved very slowly in its 
development, and only until the past 
few years has it shown any apprecia- 
ble degree of pregress in this country. 

‘Stereotype,’ a term derived from 
two Greek words meaning literally 
“solid-type”’, was born about the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century 
when a man in Europe soldered to- 
gether in the form the bottoms of 
type pages of the Bible which he had 
composed. This of course prevented 
the “pieing’”’ of the type, but it had 
the disadvantage of rendering a great 
mass of type useless for any other 
purpose, so it was not generally prac- 
tised. 

The next effort was by a man in 
Edinburgh who is credited with hav- 
ing cast printing plates in plaster-of- 
paris molds for the University of 
Cambridge Bible in 1730, but the 
plates destroyed by jealous 
printers—so the record states—and 
nothing was heard of the process 
until, in 1764, a printer in Paris at- 
tempted to duplicate type pages. He 
cast the type in hard alloy and made 
an impression in soft sheet lead, thus 
forming a mold from which he en- 
deavored to make a cast by pressing 
it on plastic molten metal which he 
poured into a shallow tray. This 
proved only partly successful. 


were 


The first book stereotyped in the 
United States was the New Testa- 
ment, and that was in 1814. 

The present process of molding 
type pages (the papier-maché or 
mashed-paper matrix) came into be- 
ing in France in 1848. In 1854 a 
page of the N. Y. Herald was made 
by this process and later plates were 
made for other N. Y. newspapers. 


I AM fully aware that many press- 
men abhor even the name “‘stereo- 
type”, and they have perfectly logical 
reasons for their feelings. For the 
most part stereotype plates which the 
average pressroom is likely to receive, 
measure up to the definition of the 
process, namely: ‘‘A process whereby 
duplicate plates of pages of type and 
relief printing blocks are obtained.” 
They are just duplicate plates. 

I want to assure any pressman 
(whether he believes it or not) that 
it is possible to produce a stereotype 
plate which can be made ready on a 
press in almost the same time as, and 
with little or no more effort than an 
electrotype plate—also that the first 
printing will reveal a more faithful 
reproduction of type faces than an 
electrotype, the reason being that the 
face of the electrotype is burnished 
and the stereotype is not, unless it is 
made in an electrotype foundry. 

Stereotype metal is brittle and can- 
not be handled in the same manner as 
electrotype metal. In other words, it

is possible to punch up a single char- 
acter from the back of an electro be- 
cause of the consistency of the metal, 
but not so with a stereotype. 

The statement has been made about 
offset printing that “the finished job 
will be as good as the original copy.” 
This we know does not always work 
out. Much time may be spent in the 
preparation of copy, the cameraman 
may produce an excellent negative, 
and yet the job may be marred in the 
transferring of the negative to the 
plate, or on the press. 
reasons 


For similar 
relief printing plates very 
often fail to deliver a_ satisfactory 
piece of work. No matter what the 
process, care must be exercised if a 
creditable result is to be obtained. 


Tue reproduction of type faces in 
any manner whatsoever, requires first 
and most important that the type be 
of solid cast and perfect face, that it 
be surrounded in the lockup with 
steel bearers which are true and type- 
high, that if possible the type be com- 
posed with a semi-high quad (.851 
or .875) in order that the least pos- 
sible amount of time need be con- 
sumed in filling the open places in 
the face of the form. From this point 
on, the quality of the plate will de- 
pend on the kind of flong or matrix 
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S superintendent of the 

printing department of an 
outstanding publishing house,

paper used, method and skill of beat- 
ing (whether by hand or machine), 
and the care exercised in the casting 
and finishing. 

There are different 
qualities of flongs. 


kinds and 
Some are hand- 
made and faced with two tissues en- 
abling them to stand several casts 
without breaking, and may be easily 
considered a general purpose matrix. 
If many re-casts are to be made, how- 
ever, I would advise three tissues. 
Others are mechanically prepared for 
commercial purposes and are of var- 
ious qualities, the reason being that 
they are put to various uses—some 
for type and others for halftones. 


While the small stereotype plant 
is handicapped in that some of the 
major operations are performed by 
hand, yet it is possible for a very ef- 
ficient product to be maintained at a 
reasonable speed but at a somewhat 
greater cost per plate than an all- 
mechanical plant. Greater depth may 
be obtained in a flong beaten by hand 
than by any other process, and I have 
learned by experience that this is most 
important. With proper care and 
procedure a plate made from such a 
flong in the proper consistency of 
metal will produce a wider spread of 
service than one made from a ma- 
chine-beaten matrix. 

I stated earlier that development of 
this process had come slowly. I mean 
it has only been within the past ten 
years that stereotype plates have been 
considered on long runs, and then 
only when faced with nickel or steel. 
During this same period also, much 
has been done toward developing 
halftone printing through the use of 
the pressure molding machine. Also, 
through the development of the va- 
cuum casting box, four-color process 
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printing has been brought to a fairly 
high standard in magazines and other 
kinds of printing. 


Ir IS true that a stereotype plate 
made from ordinary stereotype metal 
will show wear fairly quickly on the 
press, even with careful makeready. 
But a stereotype plate properly made 
in every point of operation, given a 
flash of copper and then coated with 
nickel, will prove comparable in run- 
ning life to a good electrotype. 


It would not be fair to stop here, 
because after all has been done to- 
ward the manufacture of a good 
plate, the job can still be spoiled. 
Let’s examine the patent base, or 
blocks, to make sure they are of uni- 
form height and proper thickness. 
Then suppose we remember to check 
the condition of the press underneath 
as well as above. Also make sure 
there are no hills and valleys in the 
cylinder, that it is properly packed 
and riding the bearers. Another very 
vital point is to make sure the draw 
sheet is of uniform thickness; for, if 
any one of these defects exists, either 
one of two things must happen: ex-

cessive makeready time or an inferior 
piece of printing. 

The stereotype has ever been and 
still is considered the cheap method of 
duplicating type for relief printing, 
but—cheapness and economy differ 
widely in their real meaning. For 
instance, if a stereotype plate can be 
produced that will contain all of the 
qualities, as far as uniformity of 
thickness and levelness of face are 
concerned, that should easily obtain in 
an electrotype, and possess even one- 
half of the running life of an electro- 
type, that would be economy. On 
the other hand, if no thought is given 
to the type face, bearers, matrix, man- 
ner of casting, or quality of metal 
used, that might be cheapness of plate 
production but waste in producing the 
job. 


May I add here that all printing 
plates are subjected to more or less of 
abuse in most printing plants; and it 
is reasonable to presume that unless 
those who are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of handling and printing 
stereotype plates are in sympathy with 
the possibilities they hold, the age-old 
opinion of them will remain and they 
will continue to be just “‘stereotypes.”

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B.M.I. Opposes New Efforts to 


Restrict Textbook Manufacture 


More determined than hereto- 
fore are the efforts being made in 
several states towards restrictive text- 
book legislation. Such a bill is pend- 
ing before the Louisiana legislature. 
The states of Washington, North 
Dakota, and Georgia are seats of 
similar agitation. 

The B.M.I., realizing that the 
principles involved are inimical to the 
best interests of the school systems, 
the students, publishers, and manu- 
facturers alike, is actively combating 
this movement and has approached 
the problem from several angles: viz., 
will such legislation (1) provide bet- 
ter schoolbooks from the standpoint 
of (a) educational content or (b) 
quality of manufacture; (2) result 
in increased employment among the 
people of the state; (3) bring about 
a saving of the taxpayer’s money; (4) 
benefit the printing establishments of 
the state; (5) be economically sound. 

In a brochure entitled “Should the 
State of Louisiana Restrict the 
Manufacture of School Books to Es- 


tablishments Located in the State of 
Louisiana?”’, J. Raymond ‘Tiffany, 
writing for the Institute, maintains 
such results will attained 
through such restrictive legislation, 
but that, on the other hand, much 
harm would result therefrom.

Methods are Suggested for 
Disposal of Stored Books 


THE question of the storing of 
books for many their 
manufacture is once more uppermost 
in the thoughts of many establish- 
ments in the book industry. Year 
after year this accumulation increases 
until the hapless manufacturer begins 
to wonder whether he is in the busi- 
ness of making books or storing them. 

A survey taken several years ago 
showed that there were millions of 
books, bound and in sheets, lying in 
book plants waiting the happy inspira- 
tion of some publisher to move them 
into some productive channel. The 
publishers naturally are not willing 
to destroy the books and write them 
off as a complete loss, and the alter- 
native of dumping them on a market 
already sluggish would be disastrous 
to current sales. 

B. M. I. headquarters has been 
considering several possible solutions 
to the problem, which becomes more 
serious with every passing year. One 
suggestion has been that through co- 
operation with the sponsors of the 
Book Sharing Committee, hundreds 
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years after 


of thousands of these volumes might 
be purchased at a price sufficient to 
cover the cost with a small margin 
of profit, and distributed in remote 
corners of the globe where there is 
little or no buying of books at the 
present time. In this way, a taste for 
reading could be inculcated and the 
way paved for creation of entirely 
new markets. 

Another possibility that has been 
suggested is that a survey of likely 
titles be made, with a view to hav- 
ing them issued as moderate priced 
reprints. This study is being made 
now, and the cooperation of all book 
manufacturers is invited. 

The moving of these titles is as 
vital a matter to the publishers as it 
is to the manufacturers, and it is ex- 
pected that any course adopted will 
have the full cooperation of the pub- 
lishers. This is one of the problems 
which will be referred to a joint com- 
mittee on trade relations shortly to 
be appointed. 

Comments or suggestions from the 
industry will be welcomed.

states. Again, the seasonal nature of 
textbook work would not benefit any 
printing plant which might equip itself 
to obtain the State’s textbook work. It 
is suggested that, as a matter of fact, 
such a plant, with its equipment idle, 
would become so hungry for business 
as to slash savagely commercial printing 
prices within the state, and thus work 
incalculable harm. 

The B.M.I. is urging that textbook 
publishers and manufacturers render 
every assistance capable in “defeating 
this unsound legislation.” A survey is 
now being conducted by the Institute to 
determine what stites may be consider- 
ing state publication of school books, 
restriction of manufacturing within the 
boundaries of the state, or establish- 
ment of standard specifications. 

The memorandum has received wide 
distribution and copies may be obtained 
from the Institute upon request. 


Waste Prices Show Increase 


eight book manufac- 
turers in and around N. Y. show an up 
ward trend in prices received for waste 
material. 

During the month of March, 73,416 
pounds of soft white shavings were sold 
at an average price of $1.43 a hundred- 
weight, the prices paid to individual 
concerns being as high as $1.70. The 
highest price for mixed colored shav- 
ings was $.60, and the average per cwt. 
for the 85,663 pounds sold was $.34. 
Imperfections also brought an average 
price of $34 per cwt.; 36,418 pounds 
being sold, and the highest price being 
$.40. 49,619 pounds of chips were dis- 
posed of at an average of $.11, with 
$.12 as the highest price. General waste 
brought from $.15 to $.10, a total of 
122,427 pounds being sold at an average 
price of $.12. 

How are sales of waste progressing 
in other sections of the country? If 
establishments will send in their reports 
to Institute headquarters, a national 
compilation will be made and published. 
Time was when a manufacturer could 
pay his rent with the proceeds of his 
waste sales!

Who Owns the Type Slugs— 
Publisher or Manufacturer? 


An inquiry has been received at In- 
stitute headquarters as to the right 
of a book manufacturer to retain 
slugs in the following circumstances: 
Book manufacturer A printed an edi- 
tion of books from slugs, composition 
having been charged and the type 
held. The question is: Has the pub- 
lisher the right to take the slugs 
from manufacturer A and transfer 
them to manufacturer B in order to 
have a new edition printed? 

Three book manufacturers who 
were consulted gave the following in- 
formation: No. 1 stated that he 
would not refuse to deliver the slugs 
on order of the publisher, but he 
would charge (a) for the metal, at a 
price over its cost; (b) for the pack- 
ing, shipping, and delivery of the 
slugs; and, if the slugs had been in 
his care for some time, he would also 
charge (c) two cents a pound per 
month for care and keep. 

No. 2 stated practically the same, 
with the exception that unless the 
slugs had been with him an unreason- 
able length of time he would prob- 
ably make no charge for care and 
keep. 

No. 3 said that he would charge 
the same as No. 1, except that his 
charge for care and keep would be 
two cents per page per month. He 
also stated that the lead which makes 
up the slugs is positively the property 
of the book manufacturer and cannot 
be ordered out by the publisher, ex- 
cept by mutual agreement as to 
terms and conditions. 

Each of the three stated that this 
Was a very unusual practice and 
should not be followed, except where 
a publisher may be using the book 
manufactured by another establish- 
ment as one of a series, or under some 
unusual conditions. 

In view of the trade customs (of 
which the above is merely a copn- 
firmation) and the fact that the pub- 
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lisher is not in the first instance 
charged for the value of the lead 
used in the make-up of the slugs, title 
to the same does not pass to the pub- 
lisher although he pays for the com- 
position, unless there is a_ specific 
agreement to that effect, according to 
the B.M.I. While the printer may 
not use the slugs to reprint the mat- 
ter, neither may the publisher compel 
the printer to release them except 
upon payment of such sum as the 
printer may in his uncontrolled dis- 
cretion charge therefor.

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Tue eagerly-awaited report of the 
Board of Review, appointed to ex- 
amine the samples of library binding 
workmanship submitted by applicants 
for certification, has been presented 
to the Joint Committee of the Ameri- 
can Library Association and the Li- 
brary Binding Institute. An individ- 
ual detailed report on its own work 
has been sent confidentially to each 
applicant bindery. 

As this was the first time in the 
history of library binding that speci- 
mens of the workmanship of so large 
and important a group of library 
binderies have been assembled in one 
place for examination, the findings of 
the Board are of wide interest to li- 
brarians as well as binders. The re- 
port has a direct bearing on binding 
quality because it describes the most 
important investigation on which 
certification is to be based. 

The report of the Board of Re- 
view says in part: 

“The Board held strictly to its 
functions: To determine whether the 
samples conformed to the Minimum 
Specifications for a Class A Library 
Binding with respect to workman- 
ship, and to decide whether or not 
the applicant bindery is qualified for 
certification with respect to its work- 
manship. A procedure of examina- 
tion was unanimously agreed upon: 
Each member of the Board carefully 
examined each set of samples and 
made independent comments, which 
were noted. All items were dis- 
cussed until agreement was reached as 
to the status of the applicant bindery 
and as to the points which should be 
called to its attention. A list of 
more than forty questions and points 
involving workmanship guided the 
examination. 

“While note was taken of mate- 
rials whenever they were definitely 
not in conformity or were misused, 
actual tests were left to the L.B.I. 
Research Association. Caliper meas- 
urements were made whenever neces- 
sary. Points which involved only 
matters of taste were not considered. 
The Board did not, of course, know 
the identity of the binderies which 
submitted the samples. 


“The general purpose of the work 
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Board of Review Reports on 
Library Bindery Workmanship 


of the Board was considered and it 
was felt that the purpose was two- 


fold: 

“(a) To protect libraries from in- 
competent binders and from mis- 
representation ; 

““(b) To do whatever is possible 
to raise the general level of bindery 
workmanship by helping and encour- 
aging those who are backward in 
some respect to improve their meth- 
a 

“While undoubtedly some samples 
were ‘better’ than others, the Board 
did not consider rating them as one 
of its functions. As far as this Board 
is concerned, all binderies, when they 
are ultimately determined to be quali- 
fied in workmanship, will be con- 
sidered to be in exactly the same 
category. The Board was simply con- 
cerned with the ability of each bind- 
ery to produce a ‘minimum’ binding 
up to the Specifications. 


THE Board wishes to report the 
following general findings: 

“1. That the prevailing level of 
work performed by the applicant 
binderies, as indicated by the samples, 
is gratifyingly high. 

“2. That the issuance of the Speci- 
fications and the development of the 
Certification Plan seem to have pro- 
vided a valuable educational stimulus 
for better binding.” 

The report is signed by the whole 
board, consisting of Milton J. Fergu- 
son, chief librarian, Brooklyn (N. 
Y.) Public Library; Nelson W. Mc- 
Combs, librarian, Washington Square 
Library, New York University, N. 
Y. C.; Clarence E. Sherman, libra- 
rian, Providence (R. I.) Public Li- 
brary; William R. Thurman, fore- 
man of bindery, N. Y. Public Li- 
brary; and Mary E. Wheelock, su- 
pervisor of binding, Cleveland (O.) 
Public Library. 

In accordance with the Board’s 
policy, detailed records were made of 
all decisions on each set of samples. 
In those cases where improvements in 
workmanship were found desirable, 
each applicant bindery received sug- 
gestions and advice. The names of 
those binderies found qualified to be 






certified have been presented to the 
A.L.A. representatives on the Joint 
Committee for final action, and the 
L.B.I. announces that the first list of 
Certified Binderies will be published 
as soon as practicable. 

One of the most striking features 
of the collection of samples, accord- 
ing to Pelham Barr, executive direc- 
tor, was the great variety in the meth- 
ods used by the binderies. ‘‘Individ- 
uality of good craftsmanship will not 
be interfered with in any way,” he 
said, “‘since this phase of certification 
is concerned only with quality being 
at least up to the levels specified for 
a Class A binding. Hand work has 
equal opportunity with machine work, 
and hand binderies are well repre- 
sented among the applicants whose 
workmanship was approved by the 
Board of Review. The board was 
particularly impressed with the fact 
that there are still so many binders 
who are good craftsmen in hand 
sewing.”

Sheet-Handling Methods Discussed, 
Stitching and Wire Questions Answered 
At Meeting of Minneapolis Craftsmen 


Apvice on lock-up and _ sheet- 
handling prior to binding was given 
printers in a recent talk by Eric Carl- 
son, foreman of the bindery at The 
Jensen Printing Co., Minneapolis. 

“In folding a small 8-, 12-, and 
even 16-page booklet,” he informed 
his audience, “it is a wise thing to 
lock up the forms so that they may 
be folded in parallel folds. By so 
doing, you can then trim the tops and 
bottoms down to the size before fold- 
ing. After folding and _ stitching, 
there would remain only the fronts to 
trim, greatly reducing the cost of 
labor for trimming.” 

Other cautions mentioned by Mr. 
Carlson, and which binders should 
frequently give to printers, were the 
following: 

“Care should be taken in handling 
sheet stock in the press-room to pre- 
vent the edges from tearing, as torn 
sheets cause clog-ups in the folding. 


“Another very important operation 
for the bindery is to have printed 
sheets cut straight on the press. If 
the sheets are not cut straight on the 
press, it will be impossible to fold 
them accurately. 


“In planning a pamphlet or book, 
it is most important to specify that 
the paper used will have the grain 
1unning parallel to the backbone. 





Often, through economy or over 
sight, this fact is neglected.” 


4 HE speaker also gave some excel- 
lent hints to pamphlet binders, es- 
pecially in printing plants. He sug- 
gested that in saddle-stitching, to 


stagger the stitches, an automatic 
stitcher and inserting machine be 
used. ‘This gives you a neater job 


of trimming and greatly reduces cost 
of labor, as you can handle larger 
lifts. 

“T might mention a word or two” 
he continued, “about pamphlets that 
are folded and pasted on folding ma- 
chines, so as to eliminate the wire 
stitching. For a production job, past- 
ing is all right; but for a first-class 
job, wire stitching is the best.” 

Asked the sizes of wire, Mr. Carl- 
son said the answer depends on the 
kind of stock stitched. “Tough 
papers, as bonds and ledgers, are 
manifestly harder to drive wire 
through than softer stocks,” he said, 
adding that on ordinary book and 
magazine paper, with good wire and 
with the stitcher in good condition, 
the following sizes are about right:

Ovr trusty Columbia Encyclo- 
pedia (free ad) tells us that the earli- 
est known printed book is the “Dia- 
mond Sutra,” a Buddhist scripture, 
printed by WanG CHIEH in China 
in the early year of 868. Our object 
in quoting the above startling news 
is that the manufacture of books 
has been going on now for a good 
many centuries. Exercising our clair- 
voyant powers and peering far into 
the distant future, we fail to see any 
signs of a technological rival to the 
bound book. We’ll always have book- 
binding with us, it appears, even 
when Niagara’s mighty torrent be- 
comes a mere rivulet. 

Yet, don’t take our word for it! 
Novelist SrncLatr Lewis, who has 
contributed his share to U. S. book 
production, recently told an audience 
of booksellers in N. Y.: 


“I do not believe that anything

will altogether supplant the old-fash- 
ioned printed book. I do not believe 
that any nimble television apparatus, 
any series of phonograph records, any 
ingenious microscopic gadget where- 
by you can carry the entire works of 
Balzac in your cigarette case, will 
ever take the place of books, just as 
we know them.” 

He mentions two kinds of book 
collectors: the type who like beauti- 
ful books, beautifully or attractively 
bound, and the other kidney who 
splurge heavily to acquire some rarity, 
such as a Kipling novel, because, on 
page 7 of the second edition, Smith 
is spelled Smiht. The Jove of Ameri- 
can letters has little use for the latter 
class. 

On the other hand, Lewis hymns 
to the skies the book-collecting habit, 
and confesses “I would rather leave 
to my two boys, just as my father 
left me his leather Milton, a hundred 
or so books, each of which should be 
a delight that would last a hundred 
or so years, rather than the remains 
of a ten-year-old Rolls Royce, the 
cabinet of an obsolete radio, and a 
bunch of rent receipts.” His creed 
was set forth in a “Book of Samples,” 
issued by the Limited Editions Club 
and reprinted in PM. 


It’s a delightful bit of reminiscing 
that Lewis does, and he remembers 
with crystal clearness the bindings in 
the family library of his childhood 
days. His dad was a country doctor, 
and he recollects every one of the 
300 or 400 “portentous leather-clad 
depositories of medical mystery.” A 
set of Dickens, a set of Scott, a 
Goethe, and a leather-bound edition 
of Milton are his most vivid memo- 
ries “not only because of the great 
people who inhabited them but be- 
cause of the books themselves.” He 
finds it important that “back in 1895, 
when almost all current ‘trade books’ 
were wretchedly designed and drably 
bound in penitential-looking brown 
cloth, the Milton should have been 


handsomely armored in leather.”

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First Prize to John C. Brayton 
For Bindings at Cleveland Show 


Fine bindings shown at the 18th May 
Exhibition of the Works of Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen, held at the 
Cleveland Museum of Art, attracted 
considerable interest, testifying to the 
Middle West’s growing appreciation of 
the art of extra binding. 

The “May Show” is an annual exhibi- 
tion judged by a N. Y. jury and draw- 
ing attention from the art world of the 
whole country.

“Vin- 
cent Van Gogh”, by Pach, at the center, 
is bound in light green baby goat with 
strips of natural niger and brown oasis. 
The sunflower design is of yellow leath- 
er inlay for the petals and brick red for 
the center. There are double cords at 
the top and bottom of the spine with 
a narrow strip of natural niger between 
each cord. The title is gold. “Panic,” 
by MacLeish, is bound in full black 
leather, with gold-tooled title. 
Against the brilliant red and natural 
niger inlay the title is reflected in the 
blind tooling on the niger. The spine 
has five cords inlaid with a narrow strip 
of red and outlined with gold. The 
title plate is in natural niger, the title 
in black with a narrow band of red 
running across it.

A fifth selection, “the’ 
forgotten book of the year”, is being 
considered for next year. Mr. Mor- 
ley’s address was broadcast, providing” 
extra publicity for the event. 

The 1935 Pulitzer Prize Awards af- 
fecting books, announced last’ 
month, were as follows: Harold L. 
Davis’ “Honey in the Horn” (Harper), 
novel; Robert Sherwood’s “Idiot’s De- 
light” (Scribner), play; Robert P. Tris 
tram Coffin’s “Strange Holiness” (Mac- 
millan), poetry; Ralph Barton Perry’s 
“The Thought and Character of William 
James” (Little, Brown), biography;

Typography and Cover Design Are Discussed 


At Meetings of Chicago Book Clinic 


S TYLEs of type for cover stamp- 
ing should be directly related to type 
designs inside the book format, mem- 
bers of the Chicago Book Clinic 
agreed at their sixth bi-monthly meet- 
ing on May 5 in the University of 
Chicago Press offices. The meeting 
was given over to a discussion of book 
covers. 

Relations of type styles for cover 
and content would mean that where 
an old-style type is used throughout 
the book a similar type face should be 
used where possible on the cover, and 
where a modern text type is used, a 
modern face would adorn the cover. 

In this connection Miss Julie Para- 
dis, designer for Scott, Foresman & 
Co., who led the discussion, pointed 
out that type styles and sizes in text- 
books are often governed by the 
schools in which they are to be used. 
For the sake of attractiveness, she 
said, it might be well to vary the 
cover type from the ultra-conserva- 
tive style within the book. 

The limitations of fast modern 
stamping presses necessitate a degree 
of simplicity in the designs for cov- 








ers, the group was told by its chair 
man, Mary D. Alexander (U. of 
Chicago Press). But these limitations 
can be overcome and its speed and 
convenience used to advantage, she 
continued, by designers who keep 
their conceptions simple enough to be 
readily imprinted. 


Cover designers must constantl 
keep in mind the color and texture o! 
cloths to be used, Alfred Stergis (U. o 
Chicago Press) told the group. Th« 
type of book cloths, as well as that o 
the stamping upon them, has much t 
do with the finished product, he said. 

Miss Paradis traced the history oi 
bookbinding from 500 A. D., when, ac 
cording to an old legend, Thillatrius the 
Athenian first bound together papyrus 
sheets with leathern thongs. 

At the meeting of May 19, Miss Alex 
ander and Harold English (America 
Library Association) led the forum o1 
auxiliary type faces. Among the prob- 
lems discussed were running heads, 
chapter titles, captions, and title pages 

Modeled after the Book Clinic of N 
Y., the group is made up of people in 
the book trade. There will be one more 
meeting, after which they will recon- 
vene in the fall to exchange ideas and 
solve trade problems.

The interior format of No. 1 in The

pocket-size pages, shows what could be 
done for modern short novels or long 
short-stories in book form, Scratch- 
board drawings are reproduced the 
same width as the text and printed in 
medium blue ink. Margins are wide, 
enhancing the individuality of the grey 
paper. The title page, a small blue 
drawing at its center, is hand-set in 
even lines, reflecting the clean-cut qual- 
ity of the illustration on the facing 
page, which is in blue with a black rule 
border of the text dimensions. The 
cloth has been turned wrong side out 
and hand sponged “to eliminate shiny 
quality and to prevent smudges”—how 
incongruous with all this effort and with 
the admirable format is the ephemeral 
paper label pasted on the flat spine in 
lieu of stamping!

On the spine, atmosphere 
is achieved by the drawing of a gypsy 
kettle over a fire, the smoke ascending 
up to the rules just below the author’s 
name. A literal enough presentation, 
but one which carries the desirable ro- 
mantic association. The English sheets 
are well reproduced; the publishers 
might have improved the front matter 
by resetting the Contents table in a less 
deadening manner and by enlivening a 
weak title page.

Each of the spine’s 3 blocks of con- 
densed Gothics is stamped on a blind 
panel, with rule above and below; the 
result is the neatness of 3 labels, plus 
the durability of stamped cloth. The 
textbook’s front cover design, fulsome 
but efficient for its purpose, depicts a 
schoolboy looking toward the city, rus- 
tic signboards containing title and 
author. Two tones of red are attained 
by pressing out the grain in certain 
areas. As the book is a guide to im- 
proved reading ability, it is hoped that 
the legibility factor was given every 
possible consideration. The type seems 
a happy choice for the purpose in its 
leaded version; set solid for review 
questions, however, it loses much of its 
legibility. The binding is strong and 
well reinforced; linings are utilized for 
charts.

On this novel the marine atmosphere 
is given by ingeniously covering the 
whole exterior with a navigation chart 
in blue over the neutral cloth, a panel 
at the head of the spine containing the 
type matter in reverse. Like the sharply 
plain title page, it is set in Corvinus, 
well adapted to the book’s slender pro- 
portions. The title page is striking 
with its 4 even u. & 1. c. lines, carefully 
spaced and relieved by a simple and open 
trade mark. The text pages have the 
bold, uneven appearance of hand letter- 
ing, and suggest the potentialities of Eg- 
mont for a medieval work. The Cor- 
vinus oblique u. & 1. c. chapter titles 
blend fairly well with one of the boldest 
text faces ever used in a novel. If the 
format is an experiment, it comes close 
to success.

Not only is a silk book-mark a con- 
venience for the reader; properly 
chosen, it is a factor in the cover design.

well with the blue of cloth, top stain, 
and headbands. The Chinese-style |let- 
tering is consistently carried out even 
to the publisher’s imprint on the spine. 
Steele Savage’s line drawings decorate 
chapter heads, Part titles, and title paze. 
Facing the latter is the publisher’s trade 
mark, a disc that nicely balances the 
illustration. A first line of caps gives 
symmetry to chapter openings, there 
being no oversize initial, and all inci- 
dentals being centered. If one doesn’t 
object to the squarish shape, this is a 
superior design for a light novel.

N OW to aN. Y. publishing house 
specializing in college textbooks and 
a leader in German texts. 

James W. Gilman, who handles 
Crofts’ manufacturing, feels  dis- 
tressed: “I dislike the present ten- 
dency toward using the cheaper quali- 
ties of cloths and paper in textbooks,” 
he says. ‘“‘Nevertheless I see no way 
of avoiding it, since cost is the para- 
mount factor, and a general advance 
in book prices seems improbable.” 

He admits frankly he’s unable to 
labor esthetically over books destined 
for campus consumption. The field 
is so competitive, he states, that he 
must practice every known bookmak- 
ing economy besides inventing a few 
of his own. 


“The books which demand an un- 
usual format are few and are gen- 
erally part of a program which is so 
strenuous that the average production 
man in a textbook house can’t afford 
the time to test his artistry. 

“Factors in the design of textbooks 
usually boil down to how to get as 
much as possible into as small a space 
as possible at as low a cost as possible. 
Consequently I am forced to consider 
Caslon Old Face and Granjon as the 
most useful type faces. 

“It is true, of course, that more 
thought is being given to making 
textbooks as readable and attractive 
as possible. Many of the ancient fea- 
tures such as marginal notes, ugly 
bold-face heads, unnecessarily 
crowded pages, and complicated in- 
dentations and notes are disappearing. 
Since many of these annoying features 
add to composition costs, it is difficult 
to say how much of this improvement 
is due to better taste on the part of 
the publishers, and how much is due 
to cutting cost.”

strives to make the cover design as 
striking as possible by using contrast- 
ing inks.

He points “with 
pride” to a recent history bound in 
two-color cloth, and to “my two best 
jobs’’, the “Kleine Anthologie”’, which 
won a place in the recent textbook 
exhibit, and “Poetry of the English 
Renaissance.”

NOTES for NOVICES 


12. System 


By Blaise D. Recca 
E. P. DUTTON & CO., INC. 


THE average production man’s 
job is to see that a great many things 
are ordered, and a great many others 
received, at the proper time. There 
is no machine on the market which 
will ring an alarm for you early 
enough. ‘There is a machine which 
tells you when it is too late—the 
telephone connected with the printe: 
or the binder, or with the boss’s of 
fice. 

Patented and other elaborate ‘“‘sys- 
tems” are all right if you can afford 
an assistant or two to keep them up 
and to keep up with the ‘‘systems.”’ 
And even then they fall down at just 
the wrong time. There are some sim- 
plified ruled sheets which list every 
detail but they, too, require a great 
deal of time and do not quickly and 
easily point out the danger spots. 

For my own job I find a simple 
8% x 11 horizontally ruled sheet 
most helpful. The titles are listed on 
each line in order of publication. Four 
or five vertical lines complete the 
scheme. A definite place on the line 
is assigned to each major operation. 
The rest is a form of shorthand. One 
little corner with a date in it shows 
composition ordered and when galleys 
are wanted. The initial of printer 
tells me printing is ordered. A little 
dash after it says the paper is ordered. 
Another little square divided by a di- 
agonal tells me when to expect sheets 
and bound stock. Empty spaces are 
warnings that something must be 
done. But everything is confined to 
a small area so that notations are 
quickly made and easily understood, 
and the eye takes in the situation at a 
glance. Some such simple shorthand 
you can develop for your own partic- 
ular job. 

I find it helpful to put papers awa) 
at night in the order I would like to 
tackle them the next day. Do not be 
ashamed to spread all over the desk 
the things you must take care of that 
day. If you put them away neatly, 
in folders and desk drawers, they are 
easily forgotten. 

Do not expect your manufacturers 
to do the follow-up for you, though

a bad hole time and again. Ask them 
to try to remind you a day or two be- 
fore they are needed, if paper or dies 
or jackets are not there. But do not 
scold them too severely if they fail to 
do so. 


Here, however, are the two surest 
aids of all in emergencies: an intui- 
tive sense which you seem to develop 
with years and years of experience, 
and better still—sh/—a glib tongue 
which will whitewash you every time 
you are called to the carpet. If you 
are gifted with this last blessing, not 
only are ability, experience, and sys- 
tem unnecessary—they are absolute- 
ly incompatible with it!
